The sheep and camels’ wool now coming from 
Mongolia for saleta exporters is, on the whole 
improving in condition, asthe admixture of sand 
is on a much reduced seale when compared with 
the fraudulent weighting of two years since. Bul 
the two kinds of wools' in t!.: condition they 
come to our market still fe.ve much to be desired. 
The'length of the locks js very ir-egulay; some 
are short, others long. There is too muc! broken 
no sort of classification is made ofthe 

various qualities. Some of the wools are coarse, 

others better, and oceasionnlly fine sheep fleeces 
are met with, The trade, therefore, is carried an 
at-disadvantages, and a3 the European buyers 
have expense ‘and trouble in. sorting out the 
different kinds’all jumbled together here, lower 
prices are given that would be obtained ifthe 
trade was properly regulated, as in Australia, the 

Cape, South America, or even Bi ish Indip. 

“The Tientsin trade in straw-braid that once 
promised so well, nnd was becoming 1 very, 
valanble and’ regular article ‘of export, is likely 
to die out owing to the disrepute into which it 
has fallen in 'Furope and the, United ‘States 
Some few parcels come here, sound, honest, ani! 
fairly regular, but the great bulk of the stocks 
are. varying from irregular to fraudulent rubbish. 
Therelis:so much trouble-in the home market 
with examination that the manufacturers refuse 
to buy any but special kinds, and the Japanese 
braid, which is very regular and trustworthy, is 
‘superseding the Chinese product. In the London 
warehouses there is a very large stock of mottled 
braid, worth nominatly £1.17.6 per bale, but 
there isno demand, and much of the s'uff has 
been. two years in warehouse. The Chines: 
dealers have acted very blindly in this business 
and we cannot sympa with them ifa fine 
trade has gone to ruin.
